EUROPE AFTER THE WAR. 


Subjoined we give that portion of Dr. von 
Bethmann-Hollweg’s speech on the second 
reading of the Budget in the German Reich- 
stag which arrived too late for publication in 
our issue of Friday. At the point where the 
speech concluded in Friday s issue the Im- 
perial Chancellor was speaking of the reasons 
why Germany went to war, and of the effects 
of the war in Europe. Continuing, he said :— 
After such upheavals history will not recog- 
nise the status quo ante bellum. After the 
war Belgium will be a new Belgium. The 
Poland which the Russian CAinovnik left 
while still hastily extorting money by black- 
mail and bribery and which the Russian 
Cossack left, after burning and pillaging. all 
he could, no longer exists. Even members of 
the Duma have openly said that they could 
not imagine the Chinornik’s return to a place 
where in the meantime Germans, Austrians, 
and Poles are honestly doing their best. for 
the: unlucky country. Mr. Asquith also 
speaks of the principle of nationalities. When 
he does this, and places himself in the position 
of the unvanquished and invincible adversary, 
can he then really conceive that Germany 
would ever voluntarily surrender again to re- 
actionary Russian domination the nations be- 
tween the Baltic Sea and the Wolhynian 
swamps which she and her Allies have liLer- 
ated, whether they be Poles, Lithuanians, or 
Letts? No. Not for a second time must 
Russia be allowed to march her armies on the 
unprotected borders of East and West 
Prussia. Never agaii: must she be allowed 
with French money ‘to organise the Vistula 
region as a gate of invasion into unprotected 
Germany. 

‘“*THOU CANST NOT SAY I DID IT.” 

Neither is it tobe believed that in the 


West we shall give wp the regions where our. 
people s blood has Leen shed without a com-: 


plete guarantee for our future. We will 
create effective guarantees that Belgium shall 
not become a vassal State of France ' and 
Great Britain, nor be militarily and economi- 
cally organised as an advanced work against 
Germany. Here also fate will not take a 
step backward, and we cannot hand over the 
Flemish nation, so ting oppressed, to be made 
French, but we will assure it a sound develop- 
ment appropriate tó its rich talents.on the 
basis of its Netheriand lapguage and char- 
acteristics. We want neighbours who will not 
again unite against us in order to strangle us, 
but such that we can work with them and 
they with us to our mutuál advantage. Were 
we Belgium’s enemies before the war? Did 
not peaceful German labour in Antwerp con- 
spicuously assist the prosperity ef the coun- 
tiv? Should we not in the course of the war 
endeavour to rebuild the life of that country 
as far as the war permitted? The after- 
effects of the war will long be felt in that 
much tried country, but in our common in- 
terest we will never allow fresh wars to spring 
up from it. Ever since the outbreak of the war 
the Russian Government has made every 
effort to rob and drive out Germans of Ger- 
man-Russian nationality. It is our right and 
duty to demand from the Russian Gévernment 
recompense for the wrong done, which is con- 
trary to all international law, and to open up 
for our fellow-countrymen & way out of 
Russian slavery. The Europe which will arise 
from this, the most gigantic of all crises, will 
in Many respects not resemble the old one. 
The biood which has been shed will never 
cóme back. The wealth which has been wasted 
will come back, -but only slowly. In any case, 
it must become for all living in it a Europe 
of peaceful labour. The peace which shall 


end this war must be a lasting one. and not 


containing the germ of a fresh war. but 
establishing a final and peaceful order of 
things in, European affairs. Our union with 
our Allies has become more perfect in the 
long course of the fighting. Loyal comrade- 
ship in arms must, and will, be followed in 
peace time by a working union for the 


econoMic and cultural benefit of our still more 


closely united peoples. In this respect also 
the course we follow is different from that 


of the enemy. § 


ENGLAND'S ATTITUDE. 
With the conclusion of peace Great Britain 
will not end the war, Lut will continue a com- 


mercial war with redoubled force. First we 


must be destroyed militarily ana then 


economically Everywhere: we see the brutal 
rage of annihilation and destruction and the 
presumptuous determination t®¥ripple seventy 
millions of peóple in an unbridled Just for 
power. Llhese threats, too, will be shattered, 


but the enemy statesmen must not 


forget that the more violent are their 


words the harder. will be our blows. If we 


look beyond Europe our Colonial troops and 
our fellow-countrymen, there, cut off from al! 
communication with home, have tenaciously 
defended our Colonies, and are still contest- 
ing every foot of East African ground with 
the enemy, but the final destiny of our 
Colonies will not be decided there, but. as 


Bismarck said, on the Continent. Our vic- 


tories on the Continent will bring back our 
Colonial ossessions, and throw open to the in- 
destructible German spirit of enterprise a new 
and fruitful field throughout the world. Thus 
filled with growing confidence we look into 
the future,. not with boasting self-deception, 
but with gratitude to our soldiers. with a 
sacred belief in ourselves and our future. 


Big and broad as mountains self-deception, 


bitter hatred, and deception of the people 
weigh on the minds of our enemies. Their 
statesmen still contrive new formule to keep 
this spell from being broken. We have no 
time for rhetorical phrases The power of 
facts which speak for us is much stronger. 
Among the tacts with which we have to 
reckon we must also place those which 
separate our war aims from those of our 
enemies. Of all the belligerents Germany is 
the only one which is threatened by enemy 
statesmen with destruction, disintegration, 
and the crushing of her military and economic |- 
power. The motives which before the war 
produced the Coalition against us, namely, 
of conquest, réranche the feeling of jealousy 
of an economic competitor in the world’s 
market have remained powerful within the 
Governments all through this war, in spite of 
all their defeats. As regards these general 
war aims, Petrograd, Paris. and London are 
still united. As against this fact we place 
the other, -that when this catastrophe i 
Europe we had only one aim—a different one 
from that which animated us in 1870, when 
every German dreamt of Alsace-Lorr and 
Empire—namely, to defend ourselves, to keep 
the enemy beyond our frontiers, and to drive 
them off where they gave such monstrous 
proof of their destructive rage. We did not 
want this war and had no desire to alter our 
frontiers. When it broke out against our 
will we menaced no country with the destruc- 
tion of its existence or of its national life. 
What is it that gives us strength to continue 
fighting, overcoming our difficulties at home 
arising from the cutting off of our oversea 
trade and conqueriig on the battlefield 
enemies superior in number? Who can 
seriously believe that it is lust for an exten- 
sion of our frontiers that. inspires: our storm- 
ing columns before Verdun and makes them 
accomplish yet more heroic deeds? Or can 
the nation which has given the world so much 
intellectual benefit, and which for 44 years 
has been the most peace-loving of all nations, 
have been changed in one night into a nation 
of Huns and barbarians? No. These are the 
inventions of the bad conscience of those who 
are guilty of this war and who are afraid for 
their power in their own country. (Here Herr 
Liebknecht again interrupted.)

SUICIDE IN A LONDON 
HOTEL. 


————— 


At the Westminster Coroner's Court yester- 
day, an inquest was held on the body oí 
Harold .John Brimley, ed 25, clerk and 

by the Fabian Society, 
who was found dead at Charing Cross Hotel, 
where he had given his name as ‘‘ Standish.” 
Deceadsed’s father stated that his som was a 
brilliant boy intellectually, and was a B.Sc. of 
London University, where he carried every- 
thing before him. He was a great reader, and 
fond of poetry. Not absolutely a teetotaller, 
he was a vegetarian, and took only one meal 
a day. He suffered from nervous depression 
inherited from witness. He was unmarried, 
and had no financial trouble, but had been 
worrying about the Military Service Act. His 
son had a conscientious objection to fighting, 
holding that all human life was sacred up to a 
certain standpoint. 

Other evidence was given that death was 
due to cyanide of potassium poisoning. The 
deceased was a very healthy man. 

The Coroner, summing up. said the deceased 
seemed to have done himself very well at the 
hotel, having substantial and expensive meals. 
In his pocket was found written on a piece of 
hotel paper a very significant quotation from 
** Omar hann " as follows :— 

While the rose blows along the river brink, 

Let old Khayyam the ruby vintage drink; 


And when the angel with his darker draucht 
Draws up to thee, take that, and do not shrink. 


That showed, said the Coroner, that de- 


ceased had evidently taken his own life—a 


most illogical and irrational thing for a man 
to do when he held life to be sacred. He had 
certainly been acting on what Omar Khayyam 


wrote in the eleventh century about drinking 


the ruby vintage. a

i CAVALRY. 
NATURAL HISTORY OF THE 
DESERT: : 


(From Mr. Edmund Candler, the Representa. 


tive of the British Press with the 
Expeditionary Force in Mesopotamia.) 


THORNY NULLAH (year rue Ticais), 
Fes.

I have seen a good deal of the country 
lately while reconnoitring with the cavalry. 


A reconnaissance is always a pleasant change 


after the monotony of camp, though 1 can 
quite understand how a year or more of this 
kind of thing, often for weeks at a time, 
with little variety of incident, may become a 
somewhat wearisome routine for the cavalry- 
inan. LE 

Day after day the same manceuvre repeats 
itself. At a horizon’s bound from the camp 
the Arab appears out of: vacancy. At 2,000 
vards or more his ballets spatter the mud. 
In the meanwhile a troop has been sent off 
on the flank. They dismount and fire. If 
this does not scatter them we dismount thé 
machine guus as they streak away into the 
mirage. in half an hour they reappear. Out 
goes the patrol again. It is like a minuet, 
this approaching and firing and receding. 
Often they maneuvre on both flanks. In thé 
evehing, when we turn back to the camp, 
they press in closer, extended right across the 
horizon, like an avenue of poplars. in the 
mirage, ry i 

When we have the Horse Artillery with us 
they are even less bold. Their scouts soon 
mark the observation ladder, or pulpit as we 
call it; word’ goes out and the screen of Arabs 
recedes. ~The ‘‘ pulpit’’ simile is doubly apt. 
The gunner on this high eminence is ecclesias- 
tical in attitude, if not in language, and from 
him proceeds the only exhortation the Buddoo 
understands. A shell soon scatters them. 

Nevertheless, these reconnaissances take 
their toll. A dropping bullet makes as big a 
hole in one as a bullet at close range, and 
there is generally a casualty or two among 
horses or men. Then, perhaps, after un- 
eventful days, there will come a hot little 
scrap in a nullah or among the sandhills. 
A major in the th last week split an 
Arab with his sword and shot another with 
his revolver in the same patrol, and his mien 
accounted for three more. He had only five 
Zowars with him when he charged, and the 
Arabs were twelve. A troop on the flank 
had dropped a horse. The sowar mounted 
behind another trooper. Their horse in ite 
tarn was hit, and the two men were footing 


it along the nullah towards the squadron. as 


best they could, hanging on to their com- 
rades’ stirrups, with the Arabs in purswit, 
It was just the kind of emergency for which 


| the “ Buddoo ”' bides his time. 


CHARGING THE ARABS. 

The nullah was broad and deep, with a 
bend in it. The major, with his half-troop, 
was just dismounting to fire on the pursuers, 
when, seeing that they were only twelve, ha 
gave the order to mount and charge. The 
Arabs sighted him as he came round the bend 
at two hundred yards. Even then they did 
not believe he would charge. They wet 
within a hundred yatds when they wheeled 
and turned.- But it was too late; our men 
were well mounted and had the legs of them. 
The major brought down one with the fifth 
shot from his revolver; the sowars prodded 
three others with their lances. Then followed 


the pursuit of “the gentleman in the blue 


coat.” As the major pursued, the Arab 
turned in the saddle and took steady aim at 
him over -his left shoulder with his rifle. He 
swung his horse to the off side of the 
“ Buddoo,’’ who turned in the saddle again 
and aimed at him point blank.

MOTOR CAR TAXES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sr, —iIs no effort going to be made by thie 
umotoring public to point out to the Govern- 
ment the ridiculous nature of this new motor 
tax’? Out rulers decide that motor cars 
must be taxed as a luxury, and that the rich 
man's car must be taxed at a higher rate 
than the poor man’s. They then jump to 
the conclusion that the higher the horse- 
power (a technical calculation depending 
= the internal diameter of the cylinders), 
the more expensive the car, and legislate 
accordingly. The result is that the man with 
the second-hand Ford, which cost: him £90 
odd, pays £18 18s. a year, while the rich man 
pays £8 8s. on a car which cost him between 
£450 and £500—all because the dimensions 
of the Ford car’s cylinders work out at 25 
horse-power and those of the otber car at

The reputation which Blackwood has made 
during the war is well maintained in the 
April number. ‘Carry On ” (the continua- 
tion of the ‘First Hundred Thousand ’’) 
throws into strong relief the work of the 
Signallers and the Engineers, and the relief 
is brightened by some of Ian Hay’s most 
humorous touches.

ARTISTS. 


EXHIBITION OF PORTRAITS: IN 
DUBLIN. 


Again and again, on looking up the num- 
ber of works which attract one at the third 
exhibition of the Black and White Artists’ 
Society of Ireland, which opens this afternoon 
at Mills’s Hall, Dublin, one finds them to be 
new evidence to support reputations already 
well established. Working through the sed 
logue, one comes almost at once to some of 
the splendid work of G. S. Waterlow, which 

west ee comment by its thoroughness. No. 
‘ ‘Camera di Lobos, Isle of Madeira,’’ is a 
study in grey tones which is full of power, 
concentrated into a small area His only 
other picture, No. 55, “A Mountain Glen,” 
is marked by the same skill in suggesting 
illimitable distances. Kathleen Maidment 
has some bright human sketches, full of 
vivacity, and Crvellently done. Her. work is 
extremely original in character.: There is “A 
Christmas Card,” No. 15, and ‘ Playtime,”’ 
No. 109. In the second particularly she has 
struck a very happy note, and expresses the 
spirit of her subject most graphically in the 
attitudes of the figures. These studies 
remind one of Kate Greenaway in their idea, 
but are modern and. infinitely more realistic. 
The work oí aen Conyers is very pleasing. 
‘* Gathering Sea-Wrack,’ No. 18, and 

‘Having a Gossip, Achill,” No. 22, are ve 
breezy in their conception and ably executed. 

‘‘Somewhere in the West of Ireland,” No. 
64, depicts the typical features and atmo- 
sphere of an Irish village, and im a portrait 
sketch, No. 76, the artist shows equal skill 
in another’ direction. B McGuinness, 

H.A., has expressed the veace of the 
cloisters most effectively in No. 50, a glimpse 
of St. Patrick's Cathedral interior. A very 
fine picture is ‘‘ The Falls of Tummell,’’ No. 
32, by J. Crampton Walker. The swirl of 
thé waters, the gloomy, wooded banks of the 
river, and the distant~hills are pictured with 
wonderful force, and carry conviction. | His 
other exhibits, too, are very good. ‘“‘ Inter- 
laken’’ forms the subject of an excellent con- 
tribution, No. 34, by James Ward, A.R.C.A., 
who has very ably suggested the light 
bracing atmosphere of the country) Gerald 
Wakeman’s work in ‘The West Gate, 
Southampton,” is nothing less than exquisite 
in its clearness and perfect finish. His sketch 
of ‘‘Carrickmines,’’ No. 10, is also delight- 
fully executed, well proportioned, and subtle 
in its suggestion of rural quietness. . Lieu- 
tenant Robert G ibbings displays a good deal 
of imagination in his ' Retreat from Serbia,”’ 
No. 45, a picture of desolation and sorrow, 
but not despair. A convincing little sketch 
is that of “ Anascule, Co. Kerry,” No, 51, 
by A. Colles. Estella F. Solomons has an 
attractive tiny sand etching of “A Scene 
near Dublin,” No. 52, in which distances 
are capably suggested. The drawings of 
George Atkinson, A.R.H.A., A.R.C.A., will 
not escape attention, being in every instance 
marked by welcome thoroughness and 
accuracy, while there is something distinctive 
mam them, even about so prosaic a subject 

“ Building the Royal College of Science,’ 

No. 84. His drawing of Venice, a study 
for an etching, No. 102, is very ‘fine, both 
in its care for detail and expression of typical 
features of the city, and it marks him as a 
master. ‘‘The Avenue, Bushey,” No. 125, 
by A. E. Constable, is very isappointing. 
It is merely a suburban scene, stiff and bare, 
and the lights in the house windows are 
nothing but stark white. Margaret O’Keefe 
has a commendable portrait study, No. 118. 
The snow design for a wood cut, No. 129, 
is another item to the credit of J. Crampton 
Walker, and Flora H. Mitchell has a nice 
icture in No. 149, “ Bridge at Sonning on 
hames.’ There are several pictures by 
Jack B. Yeats, A.R.H.A One can only 
suppose their appearance to be a joke. Even 
vegarding them as allegories, one might still 
expect some elementary sense of proportion 
to be evident in the constituent parts and 
the figures, but the drawings are simply 
grotesque in idea and execution, and one 
cannot consider them seriously. W. L. 
Whelan’s drawing of building Government 
offices, Merrion street, No. 38, is commend- 
able. The Milk Commission — sketches 
by Dermod O’Brien, P.R.H.A , A.R.A., are 
interesting, but not every one is satisfactory 
as a portrait. Joseph Holloway’s caricatures, 
especially those “ known in Dublin,”’ ‘though 
not masterly, will amuse a great number of 
visitors. The three a of sculpture ex- 
hibited by Oliver ' Sheppard, R.H.A., will 
claim close and appreciative attention.
